A miniature electric hot water 
heater which transforms 
the cold 
water running through your faucet 
into warm or hot water right on the 
spot 
and instantly

The unit is a small oval affair en­ 
cased in plastic. It fits any faucet 
with a diameter of a quarter to a 
full inch and adjusts to any shape 
nozzle.
